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“THE RELATION OF CHINESE 
DEMOCRACY ‘10 FOREIGNERS. 
—— 

‘Yme goverument-of Chive is a singular 
mixture of the absolute and the limited, 
as woll as of oligarchy aud of demo- 
cracy. What the foreiguer wants in 
China is merely to be let alone, aud to 
have the treaties, under which he is in 
the Empire, properly respected. ‘The 
people of Chiua have not the least 
objection to this until they have been 
stirred up to think otherwise, A more 
practical race than the Chinese probably 
never existed, and they have had ob- 
ject lessons lasting much more than 
half a century, showing that in the 
track of the foreigner invariably comes 
opportunities for wealth, such as were 
before undreamed of. If the people 
of any part of China should prove 
to be unanimously opposed to the en- 
trance “of foreigners, “it is very diffi- 
cult to se how the government could 
auccessfully oppose them, provided the 
peuple really continued  nuanimous. 
But the Chinese people never ara con 
tinmously unanimous, a fact which 
mukes everything good hard to. protect, 
and everything bad hard to prevent. 
It is almost invariably merely a class 
among the Chinese who want to keep 
out the foreign Consul, the Merchant, 
or the Missionary. It may be the na- 
tive merchants, or more probably tho 
literary class, perhaps only a handful of 
officials, but in either of these cases the 
procedure is the eame. ‘The first step is 
to excite the people to uneasiness at the 
prospect that what they most respect 
is about to be subverted by the in- 
| corrigible barbarian, and when this idea 
has had time to bring forth its fruit, it 
jis not difficult to foment an actual 
j outbreak, in the manner with which we 























‘have all become so familiar, especially | 
in. the Valley of the Yangizs within | 
jthe last six years.. When the slow 


movements of diplomacy throngh the 
Foreign Office at Peking begiu to be 
felt locally as a pressure, then comes 
the distinct recognition of Chinese de- 
mocracy on the part of the oligarchy, 
It is true that there are these ‘Treaties, 
but the people are unavimously op- 
posed to their enforcement. ‘The sup- 
pressed premise in the official argument 
is this—What the people do not 
wauttand will not have, £ am power- 
leas to bring about. ‘The officinls are 
soin the habit of explaining difficul- 
ties in the way of foreigners, by

made a few years ago, that the naviga-

Magistrate is tho father and mother 
of his people, and when they go wrong 
ho adopts the same procedure as an 
angry father with a wayward son, that 
is provided he really moans to set, 
them right, for otherwise he issues pro- 
clamations written in one sonse and 
intended to be taken, as they always are, 
in the opposite sense. Of the former

Hunan are excellent specimens. We 
find several sentences of explanations, 
several more of gross flattery of the 
local pride and national feeling of the 
people concerned, arguments derived 
from history, international law and 
the classics, and then the most rigorous 
denunciation of the interference with 
foreigners wf which the bad characters 
aud the “boys” have hitherto been 
guilty. ‘The value of all this will, of 
course, depend altogether upon the 
spirit in.which the orders aro issued, 
and to that the words thetselves 
furnish almost no-certain cine. 
Foreiguers who come to China want 
their own way. Chinese, who were in 
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Chins someftime*before we came, also 
waut their own wi ‘hese ways often’ 
conflict. ‘The® foreigher has “leinied'a 
good deal by expérievice; he har’

herently reasonable, and having demand- 
ed it, to stick to it. Whether the 
Chinese have-learned anything we are 
not at this momeht in a® position’ to 
say with certainty.

Jenkins was « well-known missionary. in 
the very early days of this port, where he 
established & printing press, and the son, 
who was horn in South Carolina, came out 
with “his father and studied Chinese: at 
‘Shanghai, but took advantage of Hankow 
being opened in 1861 to establish him- 
self-in business there, and that port has 
been-his constant place of residence ever 
since. The 1emains were interred in the 
cemetery. at Hankow, a large number of 
the late Mr. Jenkins’ friends being present 
‘on the.occasion. 

‘Tae gathering in the Municipal, Hall 
last evening: on the occasion of the pre- 
sentation to the Rev. Dr. Muirhead was a 
nuinerous and representative one, inelud- 
ing many ladies.

‘Mr. Ferguson left for Nanking by. the 
Kiangkwan last night, and expects to return 
to Shanghai in about two weeks time.

We .are glad- to hear from Mr. Geo. 
Sutherland, Agent of the China Mutual 
S.N.-Co., that. there is every prospect. of 
saving the. Moyune . without material 
damage being done to her.. It appears 
that when the Agent was informed of the . 
non-arrival of the steamer at due date at 
Singapore; he at once telegraphed vid 
Manila to the Captain’ of the Oopack, then 
lying at Cebu, to keep a sharp lookout 
for the Moyune, and to put in to Labuan 
and wire a report, but unfortunately this 
telegrain was despatched from Manila to 
Cebu by the sinall steamer dZolus, which 
on the way was lost in the typhoon that 
occurred, So that the message never reach- 
ed Cebu’ and the Oopack actually passed 
close to where the Moyune was wrecked 
without anything been seen of her or any: 
thing been known of the disaster. How: 
ever, all appliances for assisting the Moyne 
have been sent up from Singupore, as will 
be seen from the extract from the Straits 
Times of the 18th of October which wo 

ublishvelsewhere. It. is: known that the 
Moyune has 13 feet of water in the fore- 
hold, but as this can easily be kept under 
by tho steam and hand pumps of the vessel, 
there is no danger to be apprehended, but 
‘on the contrary good reason to hope that 
ina few days the Moynne will bo safely 
docked at Singapore. 

‘Tue Agent of the China Mutual 8.N.Co., 
Mr. Geo, Sutherland, has received’ the 
following telegram from Singapore : —“The 
damage to the Moyune is chiefly confined 
to the fore-hold. ‘Tho ballast tank repairs 
are progressing satisfactorily. ‘The tempor- 
ary repairs now being effected will probal~ 
ly detain the ship a further seven days 
at Kalindorang Bay. 210 bales of hemp 
have been jettisoned, and th i 
is now alongside the. Afoyune | 
cargo ex the lvtter vessel, which will be 
conveyed to Singapore.” The Libelle is a 
mall steamer under charter to the Borneo 
Company of Singapore, and trading with 
coals between North Borneo and Singaporo, 
We lenen that private telegrams have been 
received from Labuan confirming the news 
that the Moyune struck on an uncharted 
reef. In fact the chart showed a very 
great depth of water at the spot,.so tho 
inference is that the reef has been recently 
formed by some seismic disturbance.

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chow from Peking, will be appointed acting 
Taotai of Hangchow, and that the present 
acting Tuotai of Wénchow, Wang, will, 
retain his presext post for six months at 
least. ‘The Taotai of Hangchow is a'so

of Foreign Affairs in that city. 


HLE. Sues and staff went down to 
Woosung on Saturday to inspect the work 
of the railway. ‘This: work appears to be 
progressing rapidly, but cannot always be 
seen from the old roadway, which so fur 
as possible is left untoucbed so as.not to 
interfere with pedestrian traffic. Evon 
close to the boundary of the Settlement 
inuch work has been dove in laying down 
the new railway, which leaves entirely the 
old roadway a mile from the houndary and 
follows a course through the fields. 


Ir appears that H.E. Sheng has had 
to leave earlier than intended for Wuchang, 
the date actually fixed for the trip there 
having been the Gh inst. This was owing 
to the receipt of certain telegrams from 
Peking in consequence of which H.E. and 
a large staff left four days earlier, namely 
on Tuesday morning. HE. will first visit 
ULE, Viceroy Chang at Wuchang and then 
cross over to Hankow to break the first 
sod of the H nkow-Peking Railway. H.E.’s 
stay at the River ports will not lust more 
than a fortnight, after which he returns to 
Shanghai. 

A Cn‘axosma, Hunan, despatch reports 
the death in that city on the 11th ult, of 
HLE.

‘Tue Jiji Shimpo is urging strongly tho 
necennlly of Taping subrenrine tables be- 
twoen Yokohama and Kobe and from thence 
to Nagasaki. It says that the slightest 
storm seems to bring about a break-down on 
the overland line between Osaka and the 
capital, and the bill for repairs grows 
larger year by year. At present the con. 
stant disorganisation of the telegraphs is 
not only a continued cause of anxiety in 
business circles, but also a scandal -thnt 
grows with every storm and flood. 

Tr was suggested some time ago, says the 
‘Shogyo, that the insufficiency in the supply 
of native coal and the extravagant rise in 
{ts price would eventually lend” to the 
importation of Australian fucl. The fore- 
cast has proved correct. ‘The Mitsui 
Bussan Kwaisha recently imported 4,300 
tons of Australian coal by the Hikoyam« 
Marv, and the now coal proved not only 
excellent in quality but comparatively 
cheap. I€ the present high quotations for 
Japanese coul continue for any length of 
time the import of the Australian product 
will increase by leaps and bounds. 

Tr has already been mentioned that a 
Bank of Japan and China (Nisshin Ginko) 
is projected by Japanese men of business. 
Vernacular newspapers now say that the 
capital is to be five million yen, one half to 
be raised in Japan and the other half in 
China. ‘The Chinese subscribers are to 
receive preference shares, carrying interest 
at the rate of four per cent, the payment 
of which will be a first charge on the pro- 
fits.

Doubtless thero will 
be no difficulty in obtaining the Diet’s con- 
sent, the.action of tho Houses last. session 
having shown plainly thet thoy have no 
intention of atteinpting the impossible task. 
of scrutinising the new laws, clause by 
clause. Referring to the above subject, tho 
Mainichi Shimbun justly remarks that the 
forsign residents of Formosa will naturally 
object to be brought under Japaneso 
jurisdiction if the independence of the 
udiciary is not guaranteed, as it certainly 
is not if Judge Takano’s caso ear be con- 
sidered conclusive. But we should imagino 
that the disadvantages under which For- 
mosa labours are ouly temporary. ‘Tho 
Lav of the Organisation of the Law Courts 
will certainly becoms operative in the 
island before the middle of 1899.—Japan 
Times. 

Tue Daily Muil gives on the 24th of 
September the true story about Mr. Cham- 
berlain and his attempt to grow sisal in the 
Bahamas.

Ax extraordinary story comes from the 
Kuriles, where Captain Guoji pursues his 
painful enterprise with patience and resolu- 
tion that greatly mitigate the unpractical 
and theatrical character of its inception.

“ingauitary.” ‘The physical .strain of 
coufinement, limitation of food and 
drink, are matched by the even more 
serjous. mental strain of continuous 
composition of-the most, technical sort, 
atthe. highést possible pressure and in 
the briefest possible time, in any part 
of which the most trifling slip. is and 
is known to be absolutely fatal. No 
other country ever presented such. a 
spectacle as China in her Givil Service 
Sxamiuations, and no people but the 
Chinese would put up with the condi- 
tions. : The other striking fact, from a 
Western poiut of view, is the obvious 
hopelessuess.of the contest.

HOW 0 IMPROVE NATIVE 
PRODUCE. 
Sra Nov. 
We hive already expressed the approval 
which has generally been felt throughout 
the community with regard to the 
Conncil’s action respecting the milk 
supply. But regulations, however ad- 
mirable are seldom constructive. ‘They 
direct the course of events into chan- 
nels, they frequently lessen friction and 
0 are productive of good results, but 
their tendeucy is more often than not 
merely restrictive, We have to look to 
other sources for improvement, ‘To take 
an extremely simple example of what 
we wean; consider the rule that 
drivers of vebicles shall pass each other 
right arm to right arm, How many 
centuries such an arrangement may 
have existed we know not, but we 
are quite certain that with every 
scrupulous care in its observance it 
has had absolutely uo effect in the 
improvement of the breed of horses 
so directed. Instances might be multi- 
plied. The old notion of law and of 
regulation generally was summed up 
in that sternest of stupid dicta—Thou 
shalt not, ‘I'he business of the law- 
giver was to raise barriers, not to 
open gates, Prevention not permissiou 
was his password, and so the sterile 
curse of the soul-crawping negative 
spreads itself over what should have 
been regions of glad  productiveness. 
Are we to be content with it here 
iv Shanghai? Is it enough that we 
issue regulation upon regalation aud 
restriction upon restriction? Should 
there not be some attempt made to 
improve as well as direct? We have 
anost’ of us to make up our minds 
to this fact, that though in the 











Biblical sense we have (“no con- 
tinuing city” here, we are not likely 
to require much of any other. In 








other words to most of us Shanghai is 
home, aud our aim, if we would have 
things us we like them, should be to 
introduce’ stich home-like improvements 
as aie likely to benefit us, And in 
this comiegtion there is uo doubt as to 
the rooia for improvement in, native 
produce, particularly in food supply. 
If-we look at home we find that within 
the present century our beeves have 
increased in average weight by some 
forty to fifty per cent, that sheep, pigs, 
and poultry have made similar im- 
provement. Our fruit is better, and 
more pleutifal ; our vegetables are ft 





for market at an earlier date, they are 
more varied in kind, and of higher 
quality than formerly. Our poultry 
produce more eggs, and our cows more 
milk. 

‘The ultimate cause of all this advance 
is our greater scientific knowledge of 
nature's methods. We select the short- 
horn, the Devon, the Hereford and the 
Alderney each for its special quality, 
and the fittest only are allowed to 
propagate their kind. We have our 
Southdowns and Merinos amongst the 
sheep, our Berkshire pigs and our 
fowls inuumerabie, and by strict ad- 
herence to natnre’s own directious 
decade after decale, almost year after 
year these are continually improving. 
How comes it that to the nineteenth 
century this extraordinary advance 
should have been reserved ? Would it 
not have been welcomed earlier? Un- 
doubtedly it would. But somehow 
or other man never hit upon the 
stimulus which was needed to turn 
the ever present desire for gain into 
the sharpest of spurs for improvement. 
‘That stimulus was competition. ‘I'here 
is an innate desire in every man to 
excel. If he cannot have the strongest 
muscles, the fleetest limbs, or the great- 
est staying power there is no reason 
why he should uot have the fastest 
race-horse, the best breed of cattle, or 
the smartest yacht. ‘The Chiuese would 
be more or tess than human did he 
not possess this quality. In fact we 
know perfectly well that he does. All 
that is needed to make it as strong 
an incentive to him as it is to our- 
selves is to pit him against his fellows. 
Our proposal, therefore, is that we 
lose no time in inaugurating a series 
of shows open especinlly to natives, 
but with permission to foreign exhibi- 
tors to join in should. they so desire. 
'The little that has hitherto been done 
in this way is capable of great develop- 
ment. Not ouly should vegetables, 
fruit, flowers and all other sorts of 
garden produce be shown, but dairy pro- 
duce of all kinds should have its special 
department. ‘Ihe hest cows, sheep, 
goats, fowls, and ponies should be 
avwanded suitable prizes, In view of the 
new factories that have sprang up 
around us, an improved cotton would 
be more than welcome, and we know 
of no such likely meaus of gaining 
the desired end as the advertisement 
which follows successful exlubition, 
This is really tha secret of much of 
the modern, excellence fonnd in onr 
home products. ‘lo it we owe the 
quality of our butter, cheese, beef and 
mutton, Our best breeds of horses, 
cows, sheep, pigs, forls, 
may trace their improvement. 
same source. In our exhibitions we 
have taken wider ground, and have 
pitted province agaiust province, and 
even kingdom against kingdom. The 
result is that the products of our fields 
and gardens, the inmates of our stalls 
and stables, and even the inanimate 
productions derived from the bowels of 


























the earth were uever so admirably 








adapted to the wants of man as they 
are at’ this moment. Our immense 
success is doubtless due to the wisdom 
which has led us to follow Nature's own 
mode of procedure, “to find out. the 
fittest and ensure its survival. 

To come back to local facts for a 
moment. It cannot be doubted that 
were the superiority of any native dairy 
to be plainly proved by its exhibits in 
open show, the effect. would be either 
the rapid extinction of the inferior or 
a general improvement all round, In 
either case the public would be’ the 
gainer. And the same is true of 
every other species of produce which 
we have to buy from the grower, 
We are paying tens of thousands of 
taels aunaally for nunecessary imports. 
With .her wide range of climate, her 
cheap laud, and her’ equally cheap 
labour, China needs but proper direction 
to be a great exporter. But the stimn- 
lus must come from without, | The 
periodical shows which we now advocate 
must owe: their commencement to 
foreign energy. ‘There might well, nay, 
their ought to be, natives on the com- 
mittee, and perhaps » sub-committees 
composed entirely of natives to manage 
details, ‘I'he idea is, however, too new 
for them to be sure of success alone, 
Besides we have in view the well-being 
of the foreign community, It is for 
their good that we hope to see an im- 
provement in every kind of. uative 
supply, aud it must be their duty 
to do whatever , they -can to bring 
abont so desirable a result. We say 
nothing of details, first becanse space 
will not permit, and secondly because 
a considerable amount of expert know- 
ledge and discussion is necessary before 
‘a successful start could be made,

‘Mere have been those who have 
thonght that the only future before 
China is one of gradual decay and 
dissolution, ‘his view has been put 
forward by the jealons religionist, who 
would point the moral of a great heathen 
niation preserved through long centuries 
hy the wisdom of the teaching of its 
Snges, only at last to perish thro 
the foolishness of its worldly wisdom, 
Snel a wreck to the destinies of one- 
fourth of our fellow human beings, it 
has been supposed, would redound to 
the glory of our common Creator aud 
of the Gospel which the Great Master 
to proclaim to erring man, just 
as if the Deity were only waiting to 
consume the world in his wrath rather 
than rescue it in His love, ‘The inde- 
fatignble ylobe-trotter who has touched 
upon the borders of this great land, or 
has even perhaps spurred himself to 
the remarkable self-denial of doing the 
native city with its sights and odours, 
he also wonld declare China to be 
withont hope for, he would argue, 
do uot her merchants cheat you at 
-every turn; does not your melon-eyed 
“hwy ” lie to you with the blandest kind 
af « sanctimonious smile; do uot the 
men swoke opium and the women bind 
their feet ; ig not the Emperor a mere 
boy, and, last but not least, has‘not the 
great Li Hung-chang had his Imperial 
yellow Riding Jacket token away, 
‘and been stripped of liis former high 
























honours? It would be i to suggest 
to either of the two classes just men- 
tioned that a new Party of Progress has 
sprang up; that a Reform Cinb was 
once started in qniescent old Peking ; 
that the Examiner in the Kiangsi 
‘Triennial Examinations asked some in- 
teresting questions about our distant 
relative Noak ; that Shanghai is to have 
anew Government College, and that a 
loan from somebody at some time, in 
some way, is to be made to China to 
replenish her treasury and to get rid of 
the Japanese from Weihaiwei. Such 
facts would be declared inconclusive 
evidence by these parties, and the Celes- 
tial Empire would by them be con- 
signed to a sub-terrestrial sphere of 
malign and dire punishment. 

We are not of those, however, who 
have abandoned hope, or even of those 
who hope for too much. In reflecting 
upon the future of China we cannot 
convince ourselves that there is any- 
thing to expect from the present Man- 
chu dynasty, which seems to have sunk 
iuto “innocuous desnetude.” It has 
produced such really great Emperors as 
Kang Hsi and Ch‘ien Lung, who gave 
their undivided attention to the affairs 
of state, and did much to elevate the 
geueral condition of the people ; but the 
last occupiers of the Dragon ‘Throne 
have been either young boys of profii- 
gate habits or innocents im the Frands 
of scheming ministers. Had not a 
powerful Western friend come to its re- 
lief when the “long-haired” rebels were 
shaking the dynasty to its very founda- 
tions, there can be no question but that 
the country would have broken up, but 
no one can prophesy what would have 
become of the pieces. Neither can we 
hope for anything from” maudarindom, 
which literally goeth about asa roaring 
lion seeking what it can devonr. 
Offices are held at fixed prices by 
Metropolitan and Provincial authorities ; 
taxes are collected in full but 
are decimated before they reach the 
Tuperial Treasury; “the big fish eat 
the litle fish, and the little fish eat 
wud,” hy which simile the Chinese pro- 
verb expresses aptly the fact that the 
great efficinls feed upon the smaller 
ones, and that they in turn feed upon 
the people. It can be asserted without 
fenr of successful contradiction that no 
position in the Empire can be 
obtained withont the use of money, nor 
retained without illegal practices. If 
then nothing can be hoped from the 
rulers of China, what can be said abont 
the student class which is placed at the 
head of the four divisions of the 
people? ‘his class is conceited beyond 
endurance ; they still speak of the 
“round heaven and square earth,” aud 
dilate upon the “ five elements.” For- 
eiguers are still to them barbarians who 
came to China to learn the laws of 
propriety ; the five great Continents re- 
present only divisions of ancient feudal 
states tributary to their country, and 
commerce is despised as only being 
taken up by those who have not the 
mental power to master books. ‘They 





























wenr their large goggles; cultivate their 
finger nails into enormous lengths ; 
assume the swaggering gait with which 
Confucius is said to have walked, and 
have a silent contempt for all but them- 
selves, ‘They regard woman as their 
inferior and rightful slave, She is hap- 
py if the mother of sous, but wretched 
if she adds daughters to the home. 
Since rulers and scholars furnish no 
gleam of hope, we might ask what of 
the lower classes, out of which in 
Western lands have often come great 
leaders? In China, however, they seemed 
to have been crushed so long that all 
spirit has been forced out of them. 
‘They submit to the wretched cruelties of 
official torture without banding them- 
selves into rebellious mobs ; they allow 
their military officials to strike and 
bamboo them ; they kneel servilely for 
hours in the presence of superiors, On 
the whole, they seem to be the prey of 
every designing man under whose in- 
fluence they come, and of every vicious 
habit of which they know. They could 
all be arranged under the classical 
epithet of bending grass. ‘hus hope 
ariseth from a coutemplation neither of 
the official, literary nor common classes. 
If asked, theri, where is our hope for 
China, and wherein do we differ from 
the two classes which we first mention- 
ed, we would remind onr qnestioner 
of the remark of Horace Greeley, “Go 
West, young man,” aud of the goal of 
Buddhist hope which is the Western 
Heaven, Let him that runneth read.

THE FRENCH MAIL PAPERS. 


(vor THE WEEK ENDING THE 24TH OF SEPT.) 
—_— 

‘Tae papers to hand by last mail show us 
that there was considerable agitation in 
financial circles about the Silver Question, 
and, of course, the Times takes the lead in 
denouncing the action of the Governor of 
the Bank of England in consenting to 
hold one-fifth of its reserve in silver in 
accordance with its Charter. In a 
leading article the Times ascribes this 
entirely to the bimetallists, for the 
article commences with the assertion 
that “The bimetallist policy which the 
Bank of England has been inducod to 
bring forward, in a disguised and tentative 
manner, has, we are glad to say, been so 
decisively met that there is not the least 
possibility of its being carried further on 
the lines proposed. At the Bank meeting, 
a week ago, the opinion of business men 
was very plainly revealed, but if any doubt 
remained it has been dissipated by the 
resolution passed on Wednesday by the 
Committee of London Clearing Bankers, 
representing almost the whole banking 
power of the City of London, the great 
financial centre of the world.” 

Of course, the Times is only too pleased 
to champion the cause of the goldites, no 
‘matter what the consequences may be to 
India and the trade with the Far East, and 
‘emphasises its denunciation of the Govern- 
or and Directors of the Bank of England 
by the assertion that their proceedings have 
drawn attention to the singular fact that 
they have never had among them a repre- 
sentative of the professional banking world. 
Farther on it said :-— a 

‘The advocates of the policy which was pro- 
visionally announced at last’ week’s meeting, 
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but which may now be practically considered 
as extinct, have apparently never given a 
thought to the consoquences of the variations 
in the price of silver, whatever may be the 
attitude of the French, the American, and 
the Indian mints. Of ‘course, if the Bank 
can buy silver, say, at 40 to 1, when France 
has solemnly contracted to coin it at 155 to 1, 
there is an opening for a lucrative speculation. 
But, apart from any enquiry how far such a 
transaction would be worths of the Bank 
of England, we are unable to see how it would 
attain the ‘professed objects of the scheme 
by conciliating those interests in France and 
America which are impatient to raise the 
price of silver. It is quite clear that pressure 
would be brought to bear on the Bank to 
hold silver ata price approximating to 
the unreal value given to it in the’ re- 
opened mints abroad. If the Bank of England 
has heen, owing to historical conditiors, 
strangely separated from professional banking 
experieiiee, it has, at any rate, enjoyed the 
character of having administrators absolutely 
independent, by position and training, of 
political influences. It is to be hoped that in 
the present day this tradition will not be 
impaired. ‘The Governorand the Directors of 
the Bank are trustees for interests vastly 
greater than those of their sharcholders, ant 
they ure bound to act with peculiar cireum- 
spection when they know thut every move- 
ment and every statemeut of theirs niust pro- 
foundly affect finance and business both at 
home and abroad. We must depreeate, in the 
most emphatie way, any attempt to bring pol 
tival influences—we do not speak exclusively 
of party influences—to bear upon the adminis- 
tration and policy of the Bank, In other 
directions, it ix clear, such influences are 
actively at work to favour, or to. produce th 
impression of favouring, ‘silver. ‘The. line 
adopted by Mr, Balfour in regard to” the 
proposal for reopening the Indian mints to 
free silver coinage is well-known, but as Lord 
Farrer mays once more, in 'a long 
interesting letter which we print th

‘The more remote effects of 
fuch a change, if it were possible, on the 
currency system of the United Kingdom and 
‘on all business contracts ate, happily, for the 
present outside the range of practical spec 
lution. It is difficult, however, to resist the 
force of Lord Farrer’s argument that an inter- 
national arrangement to raise silver as com- 
pared with gold to the urtificial value con- 
templated would be a revolutionary measure, 
accomplished, probably, without the assent 
of the Legislature, which would earry with it 
the gravest consequences to British finance 
and commerce. 


Now it is curious, after reading the 
above, to note the following telegraphic 
news published by the Straits Times under 
date of the 30th of September, or six days 
Inter than dates of the mail papers:—"The 
Delnts, a leading Paris political newspaper, 
states that it is incredible that Baron A! 
de Courcel, Frenel: Ambassador in London, 
could have been lately instructed to inti- 
mate to Great Britain that France intend- 
cl to resume the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 154 to 1.

It would appear that even the Govern- 
ment organ hax nothing to say in favour of 
the Bank's action, and there is apparently 
great doubt as to what led to it, for the 
Standard says :— 


As was generally expected, the banking 
interests of the city have not lost much time 
in emphatically deprecating the recent letter 
of the Governor of the Bauk of England to 
the Chancellor of the hequer with refer- 
ence to the holding of silver as part of the 
metallic currency reserve. At a miecting of 
the London Clearing hankers held on Wednes- 
day, a resolution was passed ‘entirely 
approving of the Bank of England agresing 
to exercise the option permitted by the Act 
of 184 of holding one-fifth, or any other 
Proportion whatever, of silver as reserve 
against the circulation of Bank of England 
notes.” A. copy of this resolution was 
ordered to be sent to the Rank of 
England, to the Prime Minister, to th 
First Lord of the Treasury, and to the Chan. 
cellor of the Exchequer Bioeptioe. might 
be taken to the general terms of the resolu- 
tion and to the omission of all reference to 
the reservations expressly made in the 
Governor's Ietter as to concurrent action by 
France, ete; but perhaps itis as well that 
the whole matter should not be treated too 
, and that the chief monetary in- 
terests of the country should be content with 
a formal protest against a course of action 
which was never likely to be adopted. It 
would, however, be useful and interesting to 
know ‘the exact history of the negotiations 
which led up to thenow celebrated letter of Mr. 
Hugh Colin Smith. Did the suggesti 
to the Bank of England that it

rofusol to the requests of American and 
French bimetallists, or was there any latent 
idea of foisting on the nation the heretical 

jew known to be entertained on the subject 
by some leading members of her Majesty 
Government? fn the former case, there is 
little to be said, except that the conditions 
laid down by the Governor of the Bank as to 
France reverting to the free coinage of silver, 
and the providing of guarantees against loss 
on purchases of the metal, are so obviously 
vrohibitory that any courtesy involved woul 
seem to be obtained at the cost of implying a 
want of understanding on the part of the 
recipients, whoever they may be. If, on the 
other hand, it has been sought to elicit a bond- 
fide opinion as tothe measure in question, 
‘there can be no doubt of the r¢ nse which 
has been given in financial and commercial 
circles here. Foreign criticism has been no less 
emphatic on the subject of a proposed volun- 
tary stability which hax done so much to 
establish the business supremacy of this coun- 
try. 


‘The continued strike in the Engineering 
trade is the most serious thing that the 
British nation has now to contend with, 
and will probably result to our sorrow 
more far resching misery and loss than if 
the country had heen engayed in a war. 
The men have, for the first time, met com- 
bination arrayed against combination, and 
the result so far ix that the fight has be- 
come more obstinate and determined. As 
the Pall Mall Gazette of the 23rd of Sep- 
tember says :— 

‘The rumours of compromise in the engineer- 
ing dispute, which made quite a brave noise 
yesterday, ‘have sunk to a barely audible 
whisper this morning, Mr. Barnes, who 
should know if anybody does, has declared 
that, though prospects of a settlement exist, 
the indications are so vague that no definite 
statements can he made oven of negotiations 
in working order. It is, in fact, pretty much 
as we suspected. The virtues of brotherly 
love ate being proclaimed by one side, and by 
its least responsible members. As'to the 
other— well, the announcement that six more 
firms have put up lock-out notices in Scot- 
Jand, and two in England carries more mean- 
ing with it than any amount of speechifying, 
Having struck in haste, the engineers have 
plenty of time lefore them for reflection if 
not for repentance. They can turn to no 
better text than the opinions of an American 
manufacturer as published in the Times this 



































































morning. Let us dispose, first of all, of the 
Predictions, which, though sound enough, are 





truisms to all except the labour-agitator and 
his dupes. If the men persist in their present. 
Tine of conduct, they will, according to this 
authority, drive’ trade out ‘of England never 
tocome back again. Government contracts 
may.remain an exception to this ugly gener- 
ality, if the taxpayer can be persuaded to 
pay an artificial rate of wages to a pampered 
class. But masters will never be abie to 
compete in the open market with their French 
rivals, who can get their men to work ten 
hours’a day, or with the Americans, who, 
though they’ pay higher wages, more than 
make good the drain by labour-saving ma- 
chinery. Theengineers, indeed, have ignored 
the foreigner altogether, though in a Free 
Trade country he is very much to be 
reckoned with. ‘The United States can 
afford to export machinery at a profit to 
all parts of the world, England included, 
because they find their artisans intelligent 
enough to take a wider survey than that 
Tounded by their national horiaoa. Tf, there: 
fore, the engineers persist in inkabiting 
a fool’s paradise they will end up in the 
Timbo of the unemployed. With Protect 
the homo market might provide them with 
labour at such rates and hours as their self- 
confidence will accept, without it they are 
simply giving the alien his opening here, 
while market after market is being hermet- 
ically sealed against them abroad.

While the 
spitit of emulation is not crushed out of him 
by restrictive rules and he is not doomed by an 
extraneous power to sit staguating by the side 
of an automatic machine, the American work. 
man finds ‘his hands and his intelligence fully 
employed in his own and his master’s interests, 
with the result of higher wages and greater 
output.” From this point of view it is 
bbvious that the present struggle in the en- 
ginecring trade appears to this American 
observer simply a suicidal one. “Ifthe men,” 
he says, ‘persist in what they are doing they 
‘will drive the engineering trade proper out 
of England”; but he points out that he 
excepts Government contracts, which, when 
large sums are being spent on the Army and 
Navy, cover a considerable section of the 
trade, and can be kept going at any rates 
of wages or any hours of work s0 long as the 
taxpayers in general do not revolt. We are 
not sure that even the most intelligent 




















foreigner can be as certain of understand- 





ing what has happened or is happe 
in our industries as he can_be of discernin; 
what has come to pass in his own branch 0} 
business. ‘The economic position in the United 
States, moreover, is by no means free from 
causes of anxiety. The recent outbreak of 
violence in the iron distriots of Pennsylvania 
and the drastic measures adopted to suppress 
it have repeated w warning which has made 
itself ominously heard before. But, because 
all is not perfect in the organisation and the 
working of American industry, there is no 
reason why we should be indifferent to the 
discerning criticism and the wholesome ad- 
vice of those who know how industrial enter- 
prise has been made to flourish on the other 
side of the Atlantic and who are quick to 

sreeive the weak points of their competitors 
ere.

Otherwise, they’ will fall where they 
stand, ‘This is the plain meaning of the 
statement issued by the Secretaries, Simul- 
taneously with this defiance there is, the fact 
that the Amalgamated Society is 

yesterday paid another twents 
Pounds in strike money, and, according to 
Mv. Burns, hus a practically’ inexhaustible 
fund to draw upon, - “Never were the pros- 
pects of the men so good as they now are,” 
said Me, Burns, at yesterday's meeting on the 
Embankment at Pimlico.

The tribute copper has come 
up from Yunnan and is being shipped 
perse ee 4a annual souree of revenue 
toa good many people in its long journey 
over the breadth of China, whatever itis t 
the Imperial Government when it reaches 
its journey’s end. By the way, I hear that 
one of the officials who was over at Shinan, 
the prefecture south-west of this, on famine 
business has come back and reports the 
discovery of copper in that district. The 
specimens are said to be rich in the 
mineral, ifonecan trust the native authority, 
and sure to be profitable to work. Whether 
they will be worked, however, is another 
question and depends on different con- 
siderations.

‘TS‘AI TAOTAT, 


Last night between eleven and twelve 
o'clock Ts i Taotai died suddenly in 
Wuchang. For some years he had 
secretary and foreign ‘adviser to Chang 
Chih-tung, and at different times has been 
in charge of the Hanyang Iron Works and 
‘Wuchang Cotton Mills. In fact it would 
probably be true to say that none of the 
foreign enterprises undertaken by the Vicero 
have been carried out without Ts‘ai Taotai. 
‘A native of the Fukien province he had 
‘spent many years in America and spoke 
and wrote English with ease. He was a 
man of considerable natural ability, and 
was fully io sympathy with foreign methods 
and the need for China to learn them. 
Buch success as the Viceroy’s many foreign 
schemes have had ie due very largely 
‘Te'ai ‘Taotai’s wisdom and sympathy. It 
was he to whom the foreigners applied 
whether to urge upon the Viceroy some 
reform or to obtain protection against the 
dull but corrupt official by whom their 
work for the Viceroy was being hindered 
and nullified. Whilst those foreigners who 
were in the government employment often 
juntly complained of the way their good 
‘work was spoilt by official interference, they 
all agreed that Ts‘ai Taotai waseasy togeton 
with. Whilst thoroughly in sympathy with 
foreign ways, he was also a thorough Chi 
nese, and because of this was able to mail 
tain so great an influence with the Viceroy. 
But it was not only with those en; 
in commerce or scientific work that Ts‘ai 
Taotai was friendly, he always held the 
missionaries in high esteem. It was he, 
who eighteen months ago, oi in 
conjunction with the late Dr. Mackay, 9 
series of lectures on Western subjects’ to 
‘be given by missionaries and others to the 
mandarins and scholars of the city, in the 
hope of bringing the missionaries and man- 
darin class more into touch with one an- 
other. He himself had received special 
Kindness from the missionaries. It was a 
missionary doctor who attended him last 
year when he had a paralytic seizure, and 
a year or two ago the wite of one of the 
missionaries living in Wuchang nursed 
daughter-in-law through sn attack of small- 


pox.

CITY IMPROVEMENTS. 


That very fine piece of foreshore between 
the road and the Golden Horn branch of 
the harbour, and extending half-a-mile 
from the Governor's house to the Naval 
Club, has been very tastefully laid out as an 
ornamental garden. A very pretty monu- 
ment to Admiral Nabellskoi, the founder 
in 1850 of Vladivostock, has been erected 
on an artificial mound in the centre of the 
garden, It is in the form of an obelisk 
surmounted with the Russian double eagle. 
In a niche in the pediment it contains a 
bronze bust of the gallant Admiral. From 
the site of this memorial a most magnificent 
view is obtained over the man-of-war an- 
chorage and the entrance to the harbour. 
‘The statue is to be unveiled and the garden 
opened on the 17th of October by General 
Sabotieh, the Governor, At about the same 
time it is probable that the new 500 feet 
granite dock in thenaval yard will be opened 
by the Dimitri Donskoi, the ship at. present 
selected.

GRRECE AND TURKEY, 


At Inst the preliminaries of peace have 
been signed at Constantinople.  Unfortu- 
nately, however, we cannot flatter oursolves 
that we wre within sight of the end of the 
troubles. Still n great step has been made, 
and. triumph has been won by the Marquis, 
of Salisbury. Germany takes creditto herself 
for having saved the pockets of the German 
bondholders, und so far Englishmen will 
not grudge her this self-gratulation ; but it 
is Lord Salisbury who has secured Thessaly 
for Greece, prevented ‘the extension of the 
Ottoman dominion in Europe, and formu- 
luted the scheme of financial control which 
induced the more self-seeking Powers to 
concede this degree of justice to Greece. 
Tt cannot unhappily be said that Greece 
shows any particular grati«wle to England 
for this nchievement. She feels, and natu- 
rally feels, that the punishment inflicted 
on her for her folly in provoking a war with 
Turkey is terribly severe. ‘The indemnity 
of four millions which she has to pay is a 
tremendous burden for this little bankrupt 
country ; and the rectification of the frontier 
which is conceded to Turkey will render 
her practically helpless in case of another 
quarrel between the two countries, But 
itis the sacrifice of her independence in 
submitting her finances to the control of 
Commissioners appointed by the six Great 
Powers that she feels most acutely. The 
week's newspapers are inany of them 
counselling resistance to the terms of the 
settlement, and some have even gone so 
far as to urge that the loss of Thessaly is 
preferable. But these aro counsels of 
madness, and there is little reason to fear 
that they will prevail. -Greece has sub- 
mitted herself to the Powers, Englaud has 
obtained for her the best terms she could, 
and Greece has nothing to do but submit. 
‘The financiai control will, indead, prove to 
have been a blessing in disguise if as is 
not impossible, it enables the country to 
drag itself from the slough of corruption 
into which it-has fallen. 
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¥ROM THE-INDIAN PRONTIER 
thenowsisstill very disquieting. Intelligence 
arrived this morning of a big battle fought 
yesterday, and of the success of the British 
arms; but the facts, so far as they are known, 
wrrant the hope that the victory was 
isive one. It seems indeed that we 
have many more lives to lose and much 
more money to spend before these frontier 
tribes are reduced to subjection. From 
quite another part of the world we have 
just received a startling piece of news; 
but at presont it is regarded with grave 
suspicion. It is stated in Puris that a 
large territorial concession has been made 
to Abyssinia, from lands some of which 
belonged nominally to Egypt, and all which 
were in the British sphere of influence. 
Some degree of credibility is given to the 
atory by its extreme circumstantiality. The 
new frontier of Abyssinin is described with 
a minuteness which proves at least 
that the report comes from some one 
intimately acquainted with the country. 
‘The Radical Imperinlists in this country— 
who are by no means asmall section of the 
Liberal Party—profess to find the report 
ery credible. The statesman, they say, 
who gave Heligoland to Germany und allow- 
ed France to grab Madagascar and half 
Siam may be expected to give away terri 
tory wholesale, But sober minded politi- 
cians are suspending their judgment. If the 
report is true they will wait to hear what the 
British Government has received in ex- 
change for the concession before expressing 
either approval or condemnation,

SANDOW'S OFFER. 

In sporting circles there is still a. great 
deal of controversy over Sandow’s offer to 
undertake the musculartraining of a Univer- 
sity Eight and guarantee its victory in next 
year’s boat-race.

‘THE PEACE TREATY SIGNED. 

‘The preliminaries of peace between 
‘Turkey and Greece were signed last Satur- 
day afternoon ; that Greece comes out of 
the war a sadder and (we hope) 
wiser nation goes without saying. SI 
pays to Turkey a war indemnity of 
£4,000,000 and loses the village of Kontzo- 
fliani, whence the Greek insurgents made 
id into Macedonia which was the 
te cause of the outbreak of war. 
Turkey is to retain Volo and Larissa as 
guarantee for the payment of the Indem- 
nity and the strategical delineation of the 
frontier includes all passes into Thessaly. 
Onerous terms truly, but things would have 
been far worse had it not been for the firm 
stand made by Lord Salisbury, to whom 
Greece owes it that she did not lose Thes- 
saly altogether. = 

ANOTHER IMPORTANT TREATY 

was'signed on the same afternoon between 
England and France, terminating negotia- 
tions which have been going on for sume 
months on the subject of Tunis. The 
French journals are highly delighted at 
the terms obtained by M. Hanotaux and 
congratulate him jvarmly on the result of his 
































perseverance and tact ; but the Daily Mait 
in a leading article remarks “* he laughs last 
who laughs longest.” It would be a wonder- 
fal day in which French diplomacy gives 
British diplomacy the go by. ‘The con- 
cession that strengthens France's hold on 
"Tunis gives the lie direct to the prepos: 
‘terous French opposition to our presence 
‘and work in Egypt. Identical even to 
words were the two pledyes at the time of 
the two occupations. France undertook in 
May 1881 that ‘the occupation (of Tunis) 
is to cease when the Freach and Tunisian 
authorities recognise by common accord 
that the local government is capably of 
maintaining order.” We have never asked 
France to fix this vague dute and to-day we 
have informed her we never will ask. 
What inference follows then? Itis soclear 
that he who runs may read. Great Britain 
has abolished no capitulations in Egypt ; 
the British Lion has brought order out of 
Egyptian chaos in spite of these precious 
regulations, which assuredly do Egypt more.

Not so, however, the British arms, or the 
strength and integrity of British adminis- 
tration. And these are in Egypt after the 
fashion of France in Tunis. And if tho}

It may bo that. in 
the end it will be Lord Salisbury, not M. 
Hanotaux, who is to be congratulated on 
the result of his perseverance and tact. 


‘HERR ANDRE'S BALLOON, 


Atlast we have which seems like reli- 
able information that so far Herr Andrée 
is in the land of the living, and journey- 
ing among the Siberian clouds. A’Siberian 
convict named Hempel at the village of 
Antriferowskoje observed a balloon tra- 
yelling in the northwest which he supposed 
to be that of Herr Andrée. He described 
it as being in appearance the size of a large - 
apple, and says it shone in the clear light 
and remained visible for five minutes, 
when it disappeared behind the clouds 
on the horizon. Coupling this informa- 
tion with that received a few days 
previously from Hammerfest, that a hom- 
ing pigeon had been’ shot from the 
Alken which bore the following message, 
«July 13, 12.30 noon, latitude 82 deg. 
Qmin., longitude 15 deg. 5 min. east. 
Good’ journey towards the east by 10 
degrees south, all well on board. This is 
the third pigeon post.—Andrée.” So far 
as can be gathered this is the only pigeon 
message received, though three seem. to 
have been sent. This is undoubtedly the 
same pigeon that was heard of in August, 
but the information had come to hand in a 
round-about way, and is now more complete 
than that first received. ‘The position of 
the balloon when the despatch was sent off 
would be about the northern extremity 
of the island of Spitzbergen, and the 
direction in which it was travelling would 
be towards the south of Franz Josef Land. 
Should he continue in that direction he 
would naturally reach Siberia, which 
makes it probable that the news ‘received 
from Hempel is correct, and that the 
object resembling an apple that he saw 
was in reality Andrée’s balloon. 


KING KHAMA’S OIFT TO HER MAJESTY. 


A distinguished. visitor from Africa has 
just arrived upon our shores only to pass 
away. I allude to the Giraffe presented 
to Her Majesty by Khama, the Chief of the 
Bechuanas. It arrived at Plymouth on 
Sunday Inst in the Cape liner Roslin 
Castle. Unfortunately the latter part of 
the voyaye was very rough, and, as may 
easily be imagined, the Cameleopard with 
his long legs is not an animal well” 
edapted for **life-on the ocean wave.” 
The poor animal suffered terribly from

‘THE SILLY SEASON. 

September is usually called the ‘Silly 
Season ;” why I don't quite know, but un- 
doubtedly this September lias been marked 
by an unusual number of suicides and 
accidents: Of the Inter bieycles seem to 
have carried off the palin, as one rarely opens 
a paper without reading of three or four. 
‘One daylast week there were seven record 
ed, five of which were fatal, and certainly in 
most cases the fault ‘seemed to lie 
with the riders. One Indy, riding on 
the wrong side of the road, ran into 
a hansome cab and was run over and 
Killed ; another, though this was a man, 
wax doing the sume thing and ran into a 
mail cart, likewise with fatal results. This 
week the Hon. Barry Somerset Maxwell, 
heir to Lord Farnham, has succumbed to 
the effects of an accident which befell him 
last Tuesday week. Only about a month 
ago he attained his majority, when there 
were great rejoicings at Farnham, so that 
his death is a great shock to his’ parents, 
for whom the greatest sympathy is felt.

the most curious, if it was a suicide, 
is one that has just occurred at Clap- 
hum, An elderly’ clergyman named Price 
was discovered by his daughter and 
servant, who were aroused by his cries 
at 2 o'clock in the moming, with a bullet 
wound in his chest. He stated that, 
hearing a noise he had descended to the 
dining-room, where he found two burglars 
drinking brandy and counting money. He 
strugilod with them and the pistol went 
off—three shots being fired, one of which 
struck him. It-was at first believed that 
burglars had got. in through the dining 
room window, which was found open, but 
‘on examination the police inspector found 
athick layer of dust on the windowsill, 
quiteundisturbedand covered with dew; also 
the lawn at the back of the houso which 
must have been crossed to reach the window 
showed no sign of footmarks, and seven 
loaded cartridges of the same calibre as 
those which had been used were found in 
Mr. Price’s bedroom. ‘The inspector is 
therefore under the impression that Mr. 
Price, who has since succumbed to his 
injuries, was under a hallucination that: 
burglars were in the house and tired two 
shots to alarm them. He then went and 
opened the door leading into the garden, 
as this was likewise found open, stumbled 
and fell. The revolver went off for the third 
time (the housemaid deposed to havin: 
heard shots) and the shot entered his chest. 
Whilst under examination his son, who is 
a tutor at Oriel College, Oxford, admitted 
that his father had lately been'in a very 
depressed state, but they had never known 
hiw in any way to attempt his life. The case 
is surrounded by mystery, which so far 
bids fair to remain unsolved.

THEATRES. 

Lois Fuller, the famous serpentine 
dancer, returned to the Empire ‘Theatre 
a few nights ago after a prolonged ab- 
xence xpent in America and clsowhere.

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PARIS. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


THE MONETARY QUESTION 
has entered upon a new and interesting 
phase. It will be remembered that at the 
recent meeting of the proprietors of the 
Bank of England the Governor announced 
that proposals had been made to the British 
Government by the United States and 
France respecting the use of a larger propor- 
tion of silver in England. Among these pro- 
posals was one to the effect that the Bank of 
England should convert into silver a part of 
its bullion held as a guarantee for the notes 
in circulation. The Governor replied that 
the Bank was willing to hold one-tifth of 
this reserve in silver, on condition that the 
French mints should be re-opened to the 
free coinage of silver and that the price of 
the metals should be satisfactory. “The 
French Press received this answer as a 
joke at the oxpense of the bimetallists, 
Both conditions were held to be impossible 
of fulfilment. With reyard to the first the 
Journal des Debats said the Government 
who took such an initiative and the 
senators and deputies who voted it ought 
to be put ina lunatic asylum without loss 
of time. The Liberté’ said it was hardly 
probable that a majority would be found 
to vote a measure which would drag 
France below the level of Spain and the 
South American republics. Now, how- 
ever, it would appear that the Govern- 
ment was much nearer the limits of 
sanity than was imagined. The Times 
tells us—and the statement has not 
been controverted in the slightest de- 
gree—that the Freach Government actu- 
ally offered to reopen the Paris Mint to the 
coinage of silver at the rato of 15} to 1. 
‘The Débats in a brief note dismissed the 
statement as “incomprehensible” but has 
since maintained silence, while the Govern- 
ment organ, the Temps, has not referred to 
the matter at all. M. Méline’s next move 
in the direction of ‘bimetallism will be 
awaited with interest and his political for- 
tunes will assume a new importance in 
China and other silver-using countries, 
Ho has already been seventeen months in 
office, and if he can get through the final 
session of the present parliament he will 
have the advantage of presiding over the 
general election next year—fuire les élec- 
tions, as the French significantly call it. Ho 
has proved much more capable leader thin 
was expected, and all the probabilities are 
in favour of his obtaining a fresh lease of 
power, but Parliamentary majorities in this 
country aro capricious and ministers aro 
always at the mercy of the unexpected. 
GENERAL BOURDAKI. 

Painful reminiscences have beon avvaken- 
ed by the death of General Bourbaki, the 
last but one of the French generals who 
took part in the Franco-Prussian war. He 
was a typical French soldier, brave, im- 
petuous and showy, ‘but his countrymen 
cannot forget that he was one of «legion of 

hly-placed blunderers who cost them 60 
dear in 1871. He was mixed up in the 
negotiations which preceded the treason- 
able surrender of Metz, but it is generally 
thought that in this he was the victim of 
Bazaine, who was jealous of Bourbaki's 
popularity. After the surrender of Motz 

urbaki commanded the unfortunate Army 
of the East which was obliged to retreat 
into Switzerland. Bourbaki endeavoured 
to escape from his mortification by shooting 
himself through the head, and would have 
succeeded but for the remarkable thickness 
of his skull. After the war his devotion to 
the Imperial family made him obnoxious 
to the new régime, and, but for the Presi- 
dent, Marshal MacMahon, he would have 
been deprived of his command. Imme- 
diately after MacMahon's retirement Bour-- 
baki was got rid of. His remaining years 
were spent at Bayonne. Fate was not 
Kind to the bow subreur, the brilliant 
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soldier’ of Africa. He often envied his 
comrades who fell under the Prussian 
bullets, 

ROCHEFORT MARRIED. 

The Marquis de Rochefort-Lugay, better 
known as Henri Rochefort, entered matri- 
mony this week for the third time. His 
bride was Malle Marguerite Vervoort, sis- 
ter of MI. André Vervoort, editor of the 
Radical evening paper the Jour, financed 


by M. Rochefort. The famous revolution- | 


aty’s experiences of matrimony have been 
far from commonplace. His first marriage 
was in the stormy days of 1870 before the 
overthrow of the Imperial dynasty. Roche- 
fort was in prison for a political offence 
when the news came that the lady with 
whom he had lived for several yeats, the 
mother of his children, was dying. To 
legitimise the children, Rochefurt was al- 
lowed to visit the dying woman, the civil 
marriage rite was performed at the bedside 
and the prisoner was immediately taken 
hack to his cell. He married again some ten 
years later in Switzerland, but left his wife 
the day after the ceremony and has never 
seon horsinee. For some years he has enjoy- 
ed the companionship of Mdlle Vervoort, 
but as the dubious situation of that lady cut 
her off from society, Rochefort consented 
to réguluriser lu situation, as the French 
express it. ‘The existence of the wife in 
Switzerland, however, was a serious ob- 
stacle. Unless she could be induced to 
apply for a divorce there was an end to 
Malle Vervoort’s hopes, for Rochefort 
himself had no ground for action. Nego- 
viations were carried on for some time and 
finally the affair was arranged on a cash 
basis. In consideration of a sum of some- 
thing like £2,000 Madame Ia Marquise 
brought an action for divorce, with the re- 
sult that the reputation of Maile Vervoort 
is now beyond reproach and Henri Roche- 
fort, who despises marriage, is a married 
man for the third time. 


AM ASSADORS WaNTED. 
The newspapers ate very busy just now 
in finding occupants for the ambassador- 
ships which will be rendered vacant by the 
retiroment of Baron de Coureel. At pro. 
sent, however, nothing is definitely known 
except that the Baron wants to retire as 
soon as possible and that tho Government 
has been striving in vain for at least six 
months to find a'suiteble successor. ‘The 
fact is that the post is not coveted by 
Fronch diplomatists of the highest. class, 
It is difticult to maintain friendly relations 
with England and at the same time satisfy 
the French Chauvinists, especially over the 
Egyptian question,as M. Decrais could 
testify. Moreover Lord’ Salisbury and 
Sir Thomas Sanderson. are hard nuts to 
crack. The Government's difficulties are 
increased by the necessity of finding an 
ambassadorship for M. Jules Cambon, the 
Governor-General of Algeria, in return for 
“services rendered ;” and by the refusal of 
M. Lozé, Ambassador at Vienna, to take 
M. Cambon's place. M. Lepine, who 
sueceeded M. Lozé as Prefect of Police at 
Paris, has also declined to go to Alsiors. 
As the Ambassndors to Great Britain, 
Russia, Austria, and Turkey are all in 
France at the present moment, the amount 
of wire-pulling and intrisui 
be going on in the 
Quai d'Orsay may easily be imagined. 
FRENCH SHIPS IN THE CHINA SEAS. 
Admiral Besnard, the Minister of Marino, 
is to lay before Parliament, when it re- 
assembles, a Bill to remove certain restrict 
ions on Freuch shipping imposed in the 
year 1793. As the regulations at present 
stand, French vessels trading in the China 
Seas between Singapore and Japan, and 
intermediate ports, as well as in Borneo 
and Philippine waters, must carry crews 
composed entirely of French citizens or 
Fronch subjects ; whereas shipowners of 
other nationalities, who labour under no 
such restriction, can effect a considerable 
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saving by employing nativa sailors. The 
new Jaw will authorise French ships in 
these waters to carry natives in any eapa- 
city except that of captain, officer, en- 
gineer, or boatswain, with the proviso that 
at least one sailor and one engine-room 
hand shall be French.

A. of Hupeh, seeing his father in 
danger came to the latter's rescue, and in 
trying to protect his parent from further 
bara’ was killed by the gaol-breakers. 
Wounded though he sas, however, the #nid 
sub-prefectbravely led his men to the attack 
and, assisted by the uwilitary, managed 
to Kill on the spot nine of the prisoners, 
recapturing alive the ring-leader Wen Pei- 
yuan and six others. ‘Three others were 
subsequently captured. These ten were 
eventually summarily executed by an order 
from the said Viceroy. We hereby com- 
mand the goalwarden of Yiiyang to be 
forthwith cashiered and artes ed xn 
brought to Ch’éngta for trial before the 
said Viceroy. As for the srid sub-prefect, 
having but lately arrived at Yiiyang and 
being then, moreover, busy with issuing 
famine relief coupled with his subsequent 
conduct during the fighting that occurred, 
we must commend him for what he did and 
excuse him from the penalties which such 
an affair would surely have been imposed 
upon him. ‘The filial piety shown by his 
sou is als+ most commendable, and we 
hereby grant perinission to the said Viceroy 
to suggest. something to commemorate the 
deceased M.A.’s Glial pie'y.

Fimst Day. 
Monday, 1st November, 1897. 

‘The weather promised an ideal day for 
racing, and the sky kept perfectly clear 
until. past mid-day, when an increasing 
breeze brought up the clouds which gra- 
dually overcast the clear blue to such an 
extent as to make it probable that rain 
would fall before the racing of the day 
was concluded, but luckily this was not 
the case. The depression that Sicawei had 
advised the previous evening as spreading 
from Manchuria, and likely to bring unset- 
tled weather, did its werk gently, and 
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fortunately “ paltered with us in a double 
sense” to 
“keep the word of promise to our ear, 
And break it to our hope.” 

As everyone knows, the Race Club Com- 
mittee have inaugurated some sweeping 
changes since the Spring, and the new re~ 
gulations came into force for the first time 
at this Meeting. Their advent was looked 
forward to with much anxiety on the 
part of many of the members of the Club, 
‘and they cannot be said to have been an 
entire success. The general arrangements 
for the conduct of the races worked <dmira- 
Uly; the telegraph boards, and all con- 
nected with the judges’ box ; the weighing- 
in rooms, etc., were as perfect as possible, 
and the allotment of accommodation at the 
ails for owners and jockeys, and for mem- 
ers were a distinet success. With these 
new regulations in this respect no one 
would quarrel, as they xecure much needed 
privileges to the members, but yet inflict 
no hardship nor slight on the non-members. 
But it is very questionable whether the 
regulation limiting admission to the Grand 
Stand meets the approval of those for 
whose advantage it was specially framed, 
‘The Indies had to enter by the side door, 
and the flight of steps in front was barred 
off, so that there was no access by them as 
formerly. ‘The Indies present in the Grand 
Stand seemed to be penned in, and though 
they found plenty of seating accommodation 
they were in a great measure isolated. 
But the saddest feature was in the virtually 
deserted lawn and rails. ‘The great merry 
crowd of non-members was absent; the 
bustle and jollity of former Meetings were 
unknown quantities, while dull decorum 
reigned supreme, and even if members and 
their families enjoyed the luxury of ample 
accommodation, they lacked the fun, 

. liveliness and hilarity which are considered 
inseparable from a Race Meeting. The Race 
Meetings of old were Shanghai's innocent 
carnivals; now they bid fair to become 
assemblies for the prosaic business of 
pony racing, avd for nothing more. 

Many , residents formerly. who were 
not members of the Race Club and had 
no interest in pony racing as a sport, 
paid their dollars for admission to the 
Grand Stand enclosure just for an hour or 
to's outing, a chat with their friends, 
ang for such harmless gaicty as such a 
meeting afforded. But this Autumn such 
non-members stayed away, and the result 
was—a frost. The Belle Vue, so carefully 
devoted to non-members, was left severely 
alone, and the tiffin that was ready to their 
call was not wanted. Never before have 
popular owners led in their winning ponies 
amidst such distressing silence, and never 
before has the race course suffered from 
such an entire absence of enthusiasm. 
In some respects children on the lawn 
were in the way, but their merry laugh, 
happy faces, and ceaseless ty were sad~ 
ly missed on Monday. It was altogether as 
if tho Derby meeting had been held without 
the ‘crowd on the hill. The Committee 
deserve the highest commendation for 
providing suitable accommodation for the 
ress; the absence of this was a great 
Hot on former meetings. 

“There were many pretty frocks in pleas. 
ing evidence on Mondag, some of the ladies’ 
costumes being as tasteful as any to be 
seen at fashionable assembli-s at home ; 
dat it will not do to emulate the example 
cf the bold man at the recent Singapore 
Meeting, who had the temerity to parti- 
cularize pretty dressex.

even debarring them from making use of 
the Clubs therein situated, and of which 
they aro members. I, for one, feel sure 
that the opening of the Public Recreation 
Ground to the public on race days would 
be much appreciated, not only by residents 
but by the number-of sailors from the 
men-of-war and merchant vessels in port, 
for accommodation is provided in tho 
Grand Stand enclosure only for tho 
former. ‘The inside course would afford 
excellent standing space for carriages, and 
fees might be charged for their admission. 
[ believe thut in Hongkong the interior of 
tho Race Course is so opened, and if the 
plan were followed hero our Race Meetings 
would be more like races and lesy like 
Archzological Society meetings.

RECREATIONS FOR WINTER EVENINGS. 

Bromide Prints—Perhaps I cannot do 
better than quote from an old manifold 
writer before me, written up at the end of 
an undertaking of such a magnitude as I, 
for one, will never attempt agai 

Six hundred photos lie in a cupboard 
ready for use. Rate of work—30 an hour 
under favourable conditions. 

Given a negative, experiment on expo- 
sure required. ‘The very clearest negatives 
may take 15 seconds; the dense ones, 5 
minutes with a small lamp such as is sold 
in native shops, at the distance of a foot 
from the printing frame. If the exposure 
has been too short, the Son will de one 
out without greying the paper. too 
long, the col will’ be drab and not grey 
black (though  neyative of very strong 
contrast may be improved by a little over- 
exposure and underdevelopment). The 
‘same principle applies to lantern slides. In 
these it is all important to get a clear 
ground. 

V.B.—Have a little clock or » watch 
with second hand before you. Otherwise 
the counting is apt to become involuntary 
when you are at other things. Tho elder 
D'Israeli toward the close of his life had 
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continual visions of book-pages flitting 
before his eye. And in reading for an 
exam. it is not infrequent to retire in the 
smal! hours with the eye involuntarily 
moving from left to right and back as 
though still following lines of print. In 
this case, ‘Dear Miss Miggins, five, six, 
seven, I have come, nine eleven, to propose 
to you, sixteen, seventeen, eighteen” might 
Tend to. disastrous result, Moreover, in 
‘one’s dreams one might be a condenmed 
criminal whose execution had been decreed 
owing to one’s culpable inability to count 
ninety-nine million in week or s0. 

Keep a record of time needed by each 
negative, distance from lunp, &e., for 
future printing. 

Thave two headless nails in the wall, and 
holes drilled in the corner of each pri 
frame to correspond; so as to keep it in 

osition opposite the lamp. ‘The lamp may 

¢ stationary, except for vignettes, when it 
must he moved about or granular edges 
will result. Ifa glass vignette be used add 
10% or so for increased time of exposure 
through the extra glass. 

Paper.—Ilford Slow Bromide is easiest 
to work. ‘It needs no previous soaking 
hefore development. Eastman paper must 
be soaked first. It takes abaut two-thirds 
the time for exposure compared with Ilford 
Slow. 

Dereloper.—Iron Sulphate and Potass 
Oxalute of the formula given with each 
packet is most convenient for several rea- 
sons. Its amber colour protects the prints 
from the lamp light. _It can also be made 
to renew its youth. Do not throw the old 
away. Put it into a wide glass bottle 
with a few strips of zinc, and oxpose 
sto bright light for some days. A mixture 
of half-old and half-now answers better 
t)ian all new, 

Tnstead of weighing out the Tron Sul- 
phate and Potass Oxalate, make warm 
satuTated solutions and allow to cool. Add 
afterwards 4 0z. citric acid to 4 pints iron 
solution, The Oxalate need not be re- 
strained with bromide if used with old 
solution. 

Clearing Solution ; } 02. strong sulphuric 
acid in 4 pints water. Better use two 
dishes. Bromides do not. reduce in this ; 
Alphas do. 

Dish.—Use one larger than your paper, 
5 x 4 for} plate, and so on. “This allows 
the paper to nove more freely when 
rocked. A pair of iron tweezers, such as 
are gold in the native streets, should be 
used to remove papers. Having placed 
the first print in the dish and covered it 
with developer by means of a smart rock- 
ing motion, slip the next undernesth the 
first, and 80 you can readily watch develop- 
ment. 

A home-made rocking-table may be rigg-d 
up by first getting a navive carpenter to 
construct a high four-legged stand whose 
legs are wider apart at ths bottom than xt 
the top. In the contre of ths top is 
a hole of more than an inch diameter. 
‘Through this swings a sort of broom: 
handle with a broad top, and two 
French nails fixe { horizontally underneath 
the boss. On this biss is screwed a scent 
ed-soap box which will take two small 
dishes, either on the lid, or inside, if one 

called out of the room. To the bottom 
may be tied a brick or other object of similar 
weight, This ought to rock, when free 
from heavy dishes, for four or five minutes. 

Washing apparatus.—A large stone jar 
with a tap from which depents a glass 
tube bent at the bottom like the letter L. 
The object of this bend is to create a 
rotary motion in the wash water, which 
may ‘be contained in an ordinary dinner 
plate placed in a tin basin with a hole in 
the bottom and resting on the top of a tall 

Do not wash more than a 
few printy at a time. Use other plates 
or basins for finish. 

Hypo should be used fresh for each 
batch of prints. And a second pair of 





























tweezers in taking prints in and out of the 
hypo—brass tweezers by preference. * 
‘The work proceeds thus :—Turn down 
the lamp. Put papers ,in frame after 
i clean knife in such a way as 
ise the natural concavity of the 
prepared surface. Hang the frames on 
the nails. Note the position of the second 
hand. Turn up the lamp. Take out the 
papers; place in dish of developer with 
rocking. Put new papers on negatives. 

The lamp need not be turned down 
during the momentary removal of prints 
to the clearing solution. Hands must be 
quite clean. No pyro must get on the 
unfixed papers. 

DROMIDE ENLARGEMENTS. 

‘The rapid paper is best for this purpose. 
‘The negative is placed upside down in a 
Magic Lantern, if it be quarter plate, a 
special carrier being made for the purpose. 
‘The image may be focussed on to a sheet 
of white paper secured for the moment by 
drawing pins or those rough equivalents 
used onthe tops of native umbrellas. 
Sacrifice one shect of the enlarging paper 
by cutting it up so as to test exposure in 
each case. A small segment of the whole 
will be sufficient to indicate this. ‘Try onco 
or twice so as to get the very best exposure. 
‘Then before the final enlargement, instead 
of alens cap use a plate of red glass so as 
to sce to fix the bromide paper accurately 
in position on the wall (by drawing pins). 
Develop as with smaller shects of bromide 
paper. 














PHOTOGRAPHING PICTURES. 

Ifyou want to re-photugraph a photo- 
graph (of a deceased friend, for instance) 
the size of the original print, you may find 
that your camera is not of long enough ex- 
tension. This may be remedied by your 
taking off the front, if removable, and 
making a fret-wood box, say of 6 inches 
depth, best with another flange to carry 
your lens, or with a circular holo into 
which your lens may screw tightly. 

‘The joints of such a box may be mado 
Tight-tight by a piece of black tape nailed 
between, and the inside had better bo 
blackened with cheap glossless Chinese 
ink. Having extended your camera by 
this or other means, place it on the table 
80 that it is quite firm. Fix your photo 
to be copied, preferably upside down for 
focussing, in x position exactly parallel to 
the ground glass of your camera. Draw 
horizontal and vertical lines on that ground 
,.say of lantern plate size (allowing for 
slide binding) or half plate or cabinet size 
as the case may be. 

With two lamps, say of the candle power 
of Rochesters on either side at two feet 
distance from the print, the exposure 
may be about ten minutes. It varies, of 
course, with the distance of the lens from 
the plate. 

‘Use a thick plate. Ilford Process Plates 
ought to be the best and probably are, but 
the specimen sent me was antiquated on 
arrival. A thicker plate than Ilford Em- 
press would be advisable, though such 
plates will answer after a little intensifi- 
action. For engravings and black and 
white generally, a little under-developing 
and subsequent intensification, with ura 
nium or copper and silver otherwi-e, may 
yield the best results. 

Your n ive can either be enlarged 
on bromide paper or made into a lantern 
slide. Paget Printing Out Slides give 
very beautiful results’ with engravings. 
And one groat merit of these plates is that 
they are transparent enough to show up 
brilliantly with an old lantern. 


FLASHLIGHT rHOTOGRAPAY 
is another recreation for the hours of early 
darkness. Full directions are supplied 
with the apparatus. Three or four inches 
of magnesium wire with the light and the 
smoke well out of the field, may forma

HONGKONG’S OPENING 
ADDRESS.

SPEECH OF HIS EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR 
(SIR WILLIAM ROBINSON, G.0.81.6.,) AT 
THE RE-ASSEMDLING OF THE LEGISLATIVE 
COUNCIL OF HONGKONG, 25rH octonER, 
1897. 

Honourable Gentlemen of the Legisl- 
tive Council, I have much pleasure in 
laying upon the table the Estimates 
for 1898. ‘These Estimates have been in 
your hands for the last fortnight. “You 

ave therefore had sufficient time to give 
them your careful attention, except in 
one important item which will necessitate 

a change in the figures of these Estimates, 

Before proceeding to deal in detail with 
those points which call for special remark, 
it affords me satisfaction to announce that, 
in deference to the wishes of the Shipping 
Community, the charge for Light Dues has 
been redueed from 28 cents to 1 cent. per 
ton. Whilst Tam glad to be able to re- 
deem the promise of the Government in 
this matter, I would remind you that, if 
horeafter necessity should arisd for increas- 
sing the Revenue, it may be necessury to 
again raise the shipping charges. I trust 
that this contingency may not occur. 

It givés me equal pleasure to inform you 
that, notwithstanding the reduction of the 
Light Dues which will involve a decreas 
of some $70,000 in the receipts from this 
source, and the unprecedentedly low value 
of the dollar, taken at Is, Od., I do not 
propose to levy any additional taxation. 
‘the deficiency, if any, will be fully met by 
large receipts from Land Sales during the 
coming year, as well as by the increased 
value of the Opium Farm. The estimate 
in the first case is based upon the fact that 
the Government has a very valuable asset 
in Taipingshan, a large portion of which 
will almost certainly be recovered in 1898, 
‘as well as in valuable sites in other much- 
sought-after localities. 

T would now invite you attention to the 
following points, 
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‘The -Revenue has been cautiously es- 
timated, and is expected to amount to 
$2,694,868 as aguinst $2,609,878 collected 
in'1896, or an estimated increase of $84,990 
‘on the total receipts for the latter year. 
‘The most noteworthy increases (in round 
numbers) are as follows :—Opium Mouo- 
poly, $71,680; Avsessed Taxes, $57,700; 
Stamps, $11,500; Medical ‘Treatment in 
the Gavi Hospital, $3,400 ; Oficial Signa- 
tures, $2 500 ; Queen’s College, Fees from 
Scholars, $3,500 ; Postage, $14,700 ; Leased 
Lands, $17,700 ; Wate- Account, $14,000. 
‘There are also minor increases under 
other headings, and two new items, 
Certificates to Chinese entering America, 
$20,000 ; Interest, $3,000. 

"The increase under the heading ‘* Asses- 
sod Taxes” is expected in view of the pro- 
spective re-valuation of all ratexble tene- 
ments which will come into force from the 
ist July next, and the number of new 
buildings nearing completion, The es- 
timated increase in the receipts on Water 
Account is due to the additional revenue 
derived from the establishment of the new 
‘Waterworks in Kowlvon and elsewhere. 

Tn 1996 there were uo recaipts on ac- 
count of ‘Tuterest,” the Government 
balances being exluusted by the expendi- 
ture incurred in connection with the re- 
sumption of Taipingshun, and in dealing 
with the Plague Epidemic during that year. 

‘The principal items, which will probsbly 
show # falling off as compared with the 
receipts for 1806, are as follows :— 
Dues, $72,000 ; Fines, $22,500 ; Junk Li 
conces, $4,000; Fees’ of Court, $2,000 
Miscellaneous Reevipts, 5,000 ; Subsidiary 
Coins, $10,000 ; Land Sales, $15,8u0 ; in 
addition to other minor decreases. 

‘Phe Government intends to adopt 
policy in regard to the supply of sa 
coins, and it is probable that, if the de: and 
for them continues to be as brisk as it is at 
present, (he result may be more gratifying 
Than the estim ted revenue from this source 
would lead me to conjecture. ‘The Govern- 
‘ment ix mach indebted to the Chief Manager 
of the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank for 
his assistance and advice in connection 
with this subject. 

‘As regards Lan Sales, I should not be 
surprised if, for reasons which I have 
already stated, instead of falling short. of 
the somewhat exceptional figures for 1896, 
the revenue from this souree for 1898 
actually exceeded the receipts for the former 
year. 

‘Phe total Estimated Expenditure, in- 
cluding Public Works Extraordinary, for 
1898 amounts to $2,770,706. OF this sum 
3137,830 is chargenble to the Loan, leaving 
1a balance of $2,632,876 to be defrayed from 
current revenue. ‘This gives an estimated 
surplus of revenue over expenditure of 
961,992. In estimating the Expenditure 
the'rate of exchange, for the purpose of 
sterling payments, has been taken at the 
low value of 1s. 9d. 

‘The difference between the estimate of 
expenditure for 1898 and the total sum 
expended in 1896 is $205,796. OF this 
increase no less than $270,906 is on account 
of the more extensive programme for Public 
Works Extraordinary which it is proposed 
to carry out in 1898, and which includes 
several works of pressing importance to 
the sanitary woll-heing of the Colony and 
of  remunerative nature. Some of these 
‘are destined for the general benefit and 
convenience of the community. Amongst 
the latter I may mention the improvement 
of the Recreation Ground at Wongneichong, 
which will be partly paid for in 1898; the 
extension of the new road, known as Cham- 

- berlain Road, at the Peak; the extension 
of certain streets in Kowloon ; and the 
proposed new road from Plantation Roxd 
to Magazine Gap. This road, whilst im- 

roving the means of communication 

Between the Hill Districts, will open up 
several very desirable building sites for 
private residences.

provision hasbeen made inthe Estima 
the new Victoria Road, Victoria Hospital, 
aud Nursing Institute, which areintended to 
‘commemorate the completion of the sixtieth 
year of Her Majesty's reign. ° This loyal 
community having sabscribed $98,000, the 
Government, in accordance with its’ pro- 
mise, proposes to add a like sum. The 
Finance Committee will therefore be asked 
to-day to vote that amount. When the 
vote is passed it will be charged t» the 
revenue for the current year. The Fund 
will then stand at the handsome total of 
over $196,000, and it is proposed to draw 
upon it to defray the expenditure on those 
shecial works that may be incurred during 
1898 and following years. Ic may interest 
you to know that T have applied for the 
services of three Sisters who will be at the 
disposal of the community on fixed. terms 
as soon as they arrive eacly next year. 

Having explained the greater part of the 
estimated increase of expenditure for 1808 
as compared with that incurred in 1896, it 
remains to point out the most noticeable 
increases under other heads, viz.;—Public 
Debt, $48,970; Pensions, $26,950; Post 
Office, $23,500 ; Sanitary Department, 
$10,000; Public Works Recurrent, $13,509. 

‘The incressed expenditure on account af 
Public Debt is partly due to the contribu- 
tion to the new Sinking Fund, which only 
commenced in October 1896, and partly to 
the depreciation of the dollar. An increase 
for Pensions is only to be expected as the 
Colony grows older and the number of pen- 
sioners increases. 

The increwe for Publie Works Recur- 
rent is explained hy the general extensiva 
of works and the consequently incressed 
cost of maintenance, ‘The other increases 
are accounted for in the foot-notes contain- 
ed in the Estimates. 

‘The following substantial decreases, on 
the other hand, as compared with the ex- 
Bette for 1896 should be recorded : 

gat Dopartments, $6,600; Magistracy, 
$3,200; Police and’ Gaol $10,100 ; Miscel- 
Tmeous Services, $66,200; Military Expen- 
diture, $26,800. 

T have now, I think, dealt as fully as 
time permits with the Estimates for 1898 
and any further inforn that may be 
desired will be furnished in Finanes Com- 
















































mittee. 

'As regards the financial prospects of the 
current yenr, you will observe that the 
revised Estimate of Revenue only amounts 
to $2,446,065. ‘The revised Estimate of 
Expenditure, on the other hand, is put at 

0.870, giving an estimated excess of 
xpenditure over Revenue of $144,805. 
Since the revised Estimate of Revenue 
was prepared, the financial barometer has 
risen considerably and the depression which 
was likely to affect the items * Land Sales’ 
and ‘Sub-idinry Coins,” has disappeared. I 
have now good reason for stating that the 
revenue from Land Sales is almost certain 
to double the amount estimated, i. 
$200,000 instead of $100,000; whilst if 
exchange maintains it present higher rate, 
it is not too much to expect a profit of 45 
per cent from subsidiary coins which, on 
the total consignments ordered for the 
year, should bring in some $100;000 
instead of $65,000 as previously estimated. 
‘This disposes of $135,000 of the anticipated 
excess, and the reamining $9,800 is more 
than covered by the balance in hand at the 
‘end of 1896 (exclusive of Loan monies) 
amounting to $13,486. An estimated de- 
ficit of over $144,000 will thus be converted 
into a surplus of $3,636. Iam hopeful of 
even a more favourable result. The pros- 

ay, I think, be considered satis- 
factory especially when it is borne in mind 
that over 98,000 will have been contributed 
from current revenue to the Jubilee Fund, 
and that Public Works have by no means 
been neglected. 

‘And here, Gentlemen, I will briefly re- 
view the position of the Colonial Finances. 
At the time of my arrival thé Colony was 






































of severe financial depression. ‘The’ out- 
look was anythi-g but bright ; busi 
dull, and the revenue suffered: according}, 
‘On the other hand, there. were Public 

Works of pressing importance to be carried 

on, e.7., the Praya Reclametion, the Cen- 

tral Market, the Extension of the Gaol, 

and the Water, Drainage, and Sewerage 

Works. It was evident that the revenue 

was insufficient to meet the demands made 

upon it. 

Howerer, I awaited the financial results 
of my first yew of administration ; and 
those resu'ts, Gentlemen, convinced tne of 
the necessity of raising a loan, and if you 
will refer to my speech to this Council on 
the 25th January, 1892, you will recollect 
that [ then approached you on the subject 
with an expression of regret that it should 
have fallen to my lot to make such a pro- 
posal to you in my first address, Further 
experience of the situation and n study 
of the financial prospects for 1893 con- 
firmed ime in my opinion, and, in laying 
the Estimates, on the 16th November, 
1892, I definitely announced to you that 
a Ioan had become a necessity. You 
admitted that necessity, and in 1893 an 
Inscribed Stock Loan’ of £200,000 at 
3h per cent wus negotiated by the Crown 
‘Nents. In the following year, the un- 
redeemed balance of the 1887 Loan, 
amounting to £140,000, was converted 
from 4 % Debentures into 3} % Inscribed 
Stock, and thus brought into conformity 
with the 1893 Loan. 

‘The Public Debt of the Colony now 
stands at £341,799, the figures over and 
above the sum of £340,000 representing 
extra stock issued in connection with the 
expenses of conversion. Against this debt 
must be set the sum of £1,594, already 
contributed to the new Sinking Fund, 
and the unexpended balance of the Loan 
which, en the Sist August last, stood at 
£43,139. 

‘The relief afforded by the Loan soon pro- 
duced visible results, “At the end of 1401, 
our balances in hand amounted to no less 
than $450,000, and my early-expresyed 
hopes seemed destined to be fultilled. Tt 
was not, however, within the power of 
human foresight to contemplate the excep- 
tional circumstances which intervened nt 
this juncture, and which absorbed the 
entire amount of our credit balances. The 
Plague of 1894 and its recrudescence in 

§ has cost this Colony—directly and 
irectly—neatly $1,200,000, unt to men- 
tion the large increase in the cost of the 
Sanitary Department, and the expenditure 
‘on various sanitary improvements. Then 
again, the dollar has depreciated in value 
nearly 100 per cent, and our sterling pay- 
ments have increased proportionately. It 
was not therefore a matter for surprise 
that at the end of 1895 our balances of 
$450,000, in addition to the ordinary sur- 
plus forthe year, had been who'ly expended, 
and that a debit balance of $171,908 was 
carried forward to the 1896 account. It is, 
howover, « matter for congratulation that 
that debit balance was wiped out during 
the year, and that at the beginning of 
1897 a balance of $13,400 stood to our 
credit, and that, notwithstanding the 
Government contribution to the Jubilee 
Fund, there is every reasonable prospect 
of the accounts for the year 1808 opening 
with a balance on the right side. 

‘And now, Gentlemen, my statement in 
regard to the financial ‘position has been 
necessarily somewhat long, but it will, I 
venture to hope, be regarded as most 
satisfactory taking into consideration all 
the opposing circumstances to which I have 
referred. I have endeavoured to fulfil my 
promises to avoid all “ harassing and em- 
barrassing” legislation, and to effect econo- 
my. ‘The fulfilment of the former will be 
recognised in the way in which tho

"The imerease of shipping under Foreign 
flags (principally German and Japanese) 
has been very noticeable, but 68 per cent 
of the total tonnage, and 56 per cent of 
the ocean-going tonnage alone was British. 
These ships carried, in and through our 
waters, about 54 million tons of eargo and 
bunker coal, and over a million passengers. 
As might be expected, junks followed the 
European shipping, and the figures do not 
come up to those for the corresponding 
period of last year.

Iam particularly gratified at this Intest 
movement. It is nearly four years since I 
first made the suggestion to you in this 
Council and promised my co-operation so 
far as the acquisition of land was concern- 
ed. It is nearly two years since I repeated 
the suggestion and renewed my promise. 
Ltrust that whilst you have given practical 
effect to the former, I have uot failed in 
my fulfilment of the latter. 

‘It remains to mention one other event of 

reat importance to the trade of this Co- 
lony, viz., the opening of the West River 
ports to Foreign trade on the 3rd June 
last. You will recollect that in my address 
to you of the 25th November, 1895, Ias- 
sured you that although for atime, at Teast, 
local interests might necessarily be post- 
poned in favour of purely Imperial inter- 
ests, this question had by no means been 
lost'sight of. 

‘The result has proved that I was 
justified in making that statement, and 
it affords me much pleasure to have wit- 
nessed before my departure the nccom- 
plishment of this object. When com- 
munication has becn satisfactorily establish- 
ed between Hongkong and the West River 
ports, this Colony will. doubtless, share to 
the fullest extent in the harvest to be reap- 
ed from these additional fields for com- 
mereial enterprise. 

My relations with the Chinese com- 
munity of this Colony have always been of 
the most cordial nature. I have had no 
reason to change my earliest-formed im- 
pression of their industrious, penceful, and 
law-abiding qualities. On the other hand, 
Ihave had every reason to adhere to my 
original promise that they would find in me 
not only a Governor but also a friend. And 
if on one or two occasions I have had to 
disguise my govd intentions under the 
cloak of official authority, I have on ‘such 
‘occasions endeavoured to combine firmness 
with consideration for their feelings and 
national customs. My object has always 
been to promote their welfare and secure 
their best interests. : 
the, sincerity of these pro- 
y such proof is required, I 
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would refer to the ‘concessions granted 
during the Plague Epidemic of 1894 under 
circumstances which involved a very large 
degree of responsibility. I would also 
mention the support accorded by the 





Government to the: Pé Léung Kuk, which | 


has enabled that charitable Society to erect 
a new home, which I opened in person, 
and to continue its beneti work under 
more favourable circumstances. Great 
improvements also have been: effected in 
the administration and sanitary condition 
of the Tung Wa Hospital, the benetits of 
which ate wlready evident and ure daily 
becoming more appreciated by the native 
community. 

Thave already referred to the modifica- 
tion of the Light and Pass Regulations 
which prove to have been an unnecessary 
restriction. And if any further illustration 
is needed of my regard for the interests of 
the Chinese, I would mention the additional 
representation on this Council recently 
accorded to them at my suggestion. 

And here I desire to express my indebted- 
ness to the Registrar General, whose know- 
ledge of the Chinese charact ies and of 








the lunguaye, and whose advice in. all! 


matters relating to their interests, ‘has 
always been of the greatest assistance to 
me, 

Teannot conclude my remarks without 
reference to that unique occasion in the 
annals of our national history which has 
recently been celebrated throughout the 
vast British Empire. I mean, of course, 
the completion of the sixtieth year of Her 
Majesty's beneficent reign. 

It is impossible to nppreciato adequately 
or relatively the enthuxinstic expressions of 
loyalty, respect, and devotion towards our 
beloved Queen-Empress which that com- 
memoration called forth from countless 
millions of British subjects throughout the 
world ; but I venture to state that in no 
other corner of British territory were those 
expressions more spontaneous and sincere 
in their utterance, or more practical proof 
of their sincerity furnished, than in this re- 
mote Colony of Hongkong. 

Lam proud of the loyalty of this comn- 

ity ; aud it will always be a pleasing 
iscence of my life that I had the 
privilege of representing our august 
Sovereign in Hlongkong on that occasion. 
I trust that you will continue to co-operate 
with the Imperial Government for the 
defence and maintenance of that immense 
Empire, of which this Colony is small but 
not unimportant part. 

In conclusion, I have to thank you for 
your very patient hearing. I have en- 
deavoured to illustrate, in the course of 
my remarks, a marked progress during the 
las¢ six years—financial, commercial, in- 
dustrial, und social—a progress upon which 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies in 
‘a recent despatch was pleased to comment. 
in favourable terms, and which the result 
of a comparison between the Hongkong of 
1801 aiid the Hongkong of to-day pisces 
beyond all doubt. 

I appreciate the enterprising spirit of 
the community which has contributed to 
that result, and I trust that I have not 
failed in the fulfilment of my desire to 
encourage that spirit and to promote that 
enterprise. 

T thank you, Gentlemen, for your co- 
operation in the past, and I rely on a 
continuance of your loyal support and 
valuable assistance during the remainder 
of my term of office. It is a source of 
gratification ts me that I have been con- 
nected with this Colony during a period of 
prosperity. Ineed hardly say that I con- 
template my approaching. departure with 
regret, and whilst I feel assured that I 
shall take away with me an expression of 
your good-will, I: trust that I may. also 
have gained, in some degree, the confidence 
and respect of the entire community.

IN DISTRESS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

On Saturday, telegraphic news was re- 
ceived by the Borneo Company, Ld., 
Agents for the Mutual Line, as to the 
\ whereabouts of the s.s. nue. The 
| Moyne left Cebu in the Philippines on 
j the 30th ult., for Singapore, and was long 
[everdue. It appears that, on the 2nd inst. 
ithe vessel, while passing through the Sula 
Seas, struck a reef, said to be uncharted. 
; She ‘was successfully got off, but was so 

uly damazed that she had’ to put in off 
alabac Island. She is, probably, beached 
ithere. Several of the crew left the vessel 
for Kudat, from whence information was 
| telographed to Singapore. 

‘This evening, the Tanjong Pasar tug 
Mercury, with Captain Grey, leaves with 
a wrecking party to proceed to the Ao- 
yrure’s assistance. 

The Moyune is a comparatively new 
steamer, having been built in 1895 by 
Messrs. Henderson and Co., of Glasgow. 
She is of 3,016 tons, net, “her length is 
410 feet, beam 48.1. and depth 26.2. She 
is lighted by electricity. She is command- 
ed by Captain Kemp. Some time ago, she 
went a ground off the Isle of Wight, but was 
got off without serious damage. 

While the church bells were tolling on 
the 10th instant, writes our Kudat corres. 
pondent, the attention of all in Kudat were 
directed to a two-masted lifeboat which 
was sailing in towards Kudat Pier. ‘The 
occupants, Messrs. R. G. Strickland, T. MI. 
Moore, R. Plum, and Kininburgh, officers, 
engineer, and. quartermaster of thes. 

foynne, Innded and state? the following : 
‘That on the 2nd instant, at 8.30 a.m. 
steamer, when ch the 
j Sea and about 84 miles distant to the 
eastward of Balabac, suddenly grounded on 
an qneharted reef. A fresh head wind 
blowing did not help matters, but, the 
engines being stopped and the steamer 
backed, she was able to resume her way. 
Both hand aud steam pumps were rizyud, 
and, at about 8 p.m., the anchor was drop: 
ped’ outside Balaime Island, ‘The approx- 
inate position of the reef is stated to be 
Int. 8° 6" N. and Long. 118° 6°30 E. The 
next morning, it was found imprudent to 

the journey to Singapore, owing to 
'scondition, and she was taken to 
Kalindorang Bay, on the east coast of 
Balnbac, where a Spanish Sottlement is 
situated. 

After consultation with the Spanish 
authorities, it was found preferable to 
call for volunteers to man a lifeboat, 
and to endeavour to effect communication 
with Singapore. ‘The above named officers 
pluckily volunteered, in spite of the har- 
rowing stories of pirates furnished by the 
| good people of Balabac; and, having pro- 
visioned and armed a lifeboat, a start was 
made on the 8th instant at 7.30 p.m. Up 
to the afternoon of the 9th, fair weather 
was experienced, but a heavy rainstorm 
deluged all their clothing in the evening. 
‘The next day was dry, and, after pull- 
ing from Balambangan ‘half-way towards 
Marudu Bay, a fair wind brought the party 
to Kudat after a voyage of 44 hours. On

Re Dears or Jaws Manren. 

‘The enquiry into the circumstances 
attending the death of James Martel, late 
of the ship Lydgate, was resumed at 
H.B.M.’s Police Court yesterday morning. 

The finding of the body was proved by a 
boatman belonging to the mandarin life- 
boat ut Woosung. 

W. M. Murdoch, chief officer of the 
Lydgate, said that on Monday the 25th ult. 
he was forward looking after the cargo and 
the steward rushed up to him and sai 
that the deceased had fallen overboard. 
He (witness) ran aft with the intention of 
jumping after’him, but the third mate 
informed him that deceased had been three 
mjnutes in the water then. Witness got 
into a boat and pulled round for abiut 
halfan-hour, but could see nothing 
but deceased's cap: witness made 
enquiries on board a Chinese man-of-war 
astern, but those on hoard had seen no- 
thing.’ The third mate was near deceased 
when he fell overboard but did not see 
im fall. Witness grappled for the body 
until late at night, but without success, 

Dr. R. H. Cox, sworn, said that he 
examined the body of deceased and was of 
opinion that death was due to drowning. 
Witness could see no marks of violence on 
the boily. 

Robert Graham, third mate of the Lyd- 
gate, said that deceased and another np- 
prentice went into a sampan at 1 o'clock 
on Monday week to scrub under the port 
quarter. About 10 minutes after witness 
went on the poop and told them that he 
was coniing down, and threw the end of a 
rope down. As witness was going down 
the rope, deceased was in the fore-part of 
the sampan, hauling it forward. ‘The pain- 
ter of the sampan wxs hooked on to the 
humpkin guy. Witness heard a splash and 
looking round saw the sampan two or three 
fect away. The painter had apparently 
become unhooked froin the guy. Witness 
could see nothing of the deceased in the 
water. He apparently never rose again. 
Deceased was cautioned several times before 
he went into the sampan to be careful. 
He was not able to sivim. 

Reginald Stonelake, an apprentice on 
board the Lydgate, said that he was in the 
sampan with the deceased at the time of 
the accident. Deceased was hauling the 
sampan forward when the painter came
